No .brther specific changes are contemplated, but it has long 
been the hoye of the Geology Department to consolidate its laboratories 
and facilities onto the ground floor of the east wing of the Engineering 
Building. Whvther and when this dream will become a reality remain 
unanswered questions. 


A live thousand dollar display has been given to the University 
by Imperial Oil. The display is a model of a typical oil refinery, 
extremely complete in detail. Its purpose will be to aid in the 
instruction and demonstration of oil production and refining. It 
should also prove to be a centre of interest in the Engineering Show 
of 1955. 


A fifteen hundred dollar donation by Tidewater Associated Oil 
Company financed tie purchase of two petrological microscopes and 
a slide projector ae well as the major portion of the expenses incurred 
by the Little Rockies, Montana field trip. Further additions to 
equipment include a nim hundred dollar stereoscope viewer for 
examination of aerial photos, and a polisher for finishing thin 
sections. 

While Ore Gangus activities have not been lacking in number, 
attendance, or exuberance, there is probably room for improvement , 

A comparison of the past year's activities with those shown in old 
pictures of earlier Gang es leaves something to be desired, perhaps.
